MR. HOLLENDONER: Ckay. Thank you very nuch.
So this astute panel on behalf
of Mayor Rahm Emanuel and Dr. Choucair, who's the
Commi ssi oner of the Chicago Departnent of Public
Health, will be hearing your feedback, and we wl|
then integrate all public comments into our final
regulations. And you'll get nore information about
that as part of Jennifer's presentation.
So with that said, | would now |ike
to turn the m crophone over to Jennifer for her
bri ef presentation on the ordinance -- or the
regul ations.
M5. HESSE: Thank you, Joe. And thank you,
everyone, for com ng tonight.
Again, ny nane is Jennifer Hesse,
and I'mwith the Departnent of Public Health.
As | think you all know, the
Departnent of Public Health has issued proposed
rul es and regul ations for bulk solid materi al s.
So why are regul ati ons being issued?
Sinply put, the reason for these

regulations is to protect public health and the
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envi ronnent .

The Departnent of Public Health has
the authority under the nunicipal code to issue
rules and regul ations to inplenent environnment al
ordinances. Currently there are environnental
ordi nances that prohibit air pollution and prohibit
busi nesses from causi ng a nui sance. However, there
are no specific rules around the handling of bulk
materi al s.

Therefore, these regul ations are
I ntended to specify how facilities that use bul k
mat eri al s conduct their business when they're
transporting, handling, and storing these
mat eri al s.

Wiy are we here tonight? W're here
toni ght because of you. W -- under the nunici pal
code, again, whenever a City departnment issues
regul ations, there's a public comment period where
the departnment will consider the public's thoughts
and opi nions and suggestions regardi ng proposed
rul es and regul ati ons.

Normal ly there is a 30-day comment
peri od where we woul d receive witten conments.

However, in this case, we're also having a public
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hearing so that people can tell us in person what
their concerns are around the proposed rul es.

Al so because of the great interest
I n the petcoke conditions, which we have heard from
many sources, through the alderman's office, the
news nedi a, and ot her sources.

So the reason we're here tonight is
to gather information fromyou, the residents and
busi nesses and ot her nenbers of the community that
are -- that will be affected by these rules and
regul ations.

Speaki ng of the petcoke issue, what
action has the Gty taken so far?

Vell, we already -- the Departnent
of Public Health environnental inspectors routinely
I nspect industry; typically on at |east an annual
basis we're inspecting industry. But in this case,
ever since we |earned about the increased concern
about the petcoke piles, we have increased our
| nspections so that we are inspecting approxinately
once a week even over the past few nonths.

In addition, the City joined the
state attorney general in filing a | awsuit agai nst

one of the petcoke conpanies, which resulted in an
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1 agreenent whereby the conpany agreed to renove all rage !
2 of the material on their site and stop accepting
3 any further petcoke at |least until they can get
4 proper permts.
5 And then finally, the Departnent of
6 Public Health has issued these proposed rules and
7 regulations to address the issue.
8 So like | said, these regul ations
9 apply to bulk solid materi al s.
10 Under the regul ations, bulk solid
11 materials are defined to nean any material that
12 can be used as a fuel or as an ingredient in a
13 manufacturing process that can create dust.
14 So, of course, this includes
15 petcoke, but it also applies to coal, other coke,
16 and ores.
17 So bulk solid materials are
18 essentially materials that are susceptible to
19 becom ng w ndborne and are stored in |arge
20 quantities.
21 Pet coke is sonething we're hearing a
22 lot about. It stands for petroleumcoke, and it is
23 a solid carbon material that is a byproduct of the
24 oil refining process. And petcoke is typically

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1 wused as a fuel in power plants and cenent kil ns. rage 8
2 Heal th i npacts of petcoke. The U. S
3 EPA issued a report in 2011 whereby they had | ooked
4 at the hazard characteristics of petcoke, and it
5 was the conclusion of that report there are no
6 specific health illnesses associated w th petcoke.
7 However, it is not good to breathe any dust.
8 So we -- we're doing these
9 regul ations because we want to protect public
10 health and the environnent. And breathing dust can
11 cause lung -- breathing problens and then, of
12 course, aggravates preexisting conditions, such as
13 ast hna.
14 Therefore, whether petcoke is
15 harnful in other ways, we want to keep it out of
16 our nei ghborhoods. People shouldn't be breathing
17 it one way or another.
18 Like | said, bulk solid materials
19 are defined in the regulations pretty specifically.
20 There are a couple of things they do not cover, and
21 that is construction and denolition materi al
22 because there are already specific rul es around
23 C & D, construction and denolition materi al .
24 Waste and recycling activities are
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al ready subject to environnental permts, so
they' re not covered.

Salt piles are al so not covered.
They don't fit the definition under these rules
and regul ati ons because they don't have the sane
concerns about airborne particles.

So what do these rules and
regul ations require? They actually require a |ot.
They're pretty specific, and they can get sonewhat
technical, so I'mjust going to go over them
general ly.

O course, | hope that people have
had a chance to | ook at them or, if not, you can
certainly go to the CGty's website or call our
office and we wll get you a copy.

But in general, for the |argest and
busiest facilities that handle this material, the
regul ations would require themto encl ose the
material fully within a building.

And al so for any new facilities,
regardl ess of size, that cone into the Cty of
Chi cago, they would also be required to encl ose.

For all facilities -- |I'msorry.

For the smaller existing facilities, the proposed

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1 regulations would require wind barriers to rage 10
2 conpletely surround the outdoor storage piles.

3 There would al so be dust nonitors required to

4 determine if dust control neasures are working

5 and other dust control neasures.

6 And in all facilities, whether the
7 material is stored indoors or outdoors, these

8 proposed regul ati ons have a whol e host of

9 requirenents.

10 Starting wwth a dust plan,

11 facilities would be required to submt to the

12 departnent on an annual basis outlining the

13 neasures that they' Il be taking.

14 And then there are al so other best
15 managenent practices throughout the regulations to
16 ensure that the facilities are not bringing the
17 dust and debris fromtheir sites out into the

18 nei ghbor hood.

19 So back to full enclosure. The
20 regulations would require the sites that are
21 subject to the full enclosure requirenment to
22 basically build a structure that is going to be
23 designed and permtted by the buil di ng depart nent
24 in accordance with all applicable building code
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. Page 11
1 regulations. It would have to be placed on an

| nper neabl e pad or base, and there would have to be
measures within the building to ensure that dust is
not getting out.

Next slide.

So in terns of the outdoor piles,
there will be lots of Iimts on outdoor piles. So

only for the currently permtted facilities that

fall under certain thresholds. Wat we're trying

10 to get at here is the snaller piles and piles that
11 are disturbed |less frequently. So we have sone

12 nunbers in there that relate to the anmount of

13 materials received in any five-day period and

14 relate to the storage capacity of the facility.

15 We al so have setback requirenents.
16 Sone people m ght wonder where setbacks cane from
17 Currently in the proposed regulations, there is a --
18 we |ooked at a lot of different sources for these
19 regulations. There is a 660-foot setback in the

20 regulations for -- between childcare facilities,

21 schools, and hospitals and parks. That cane

22 directly fromthe zoni ng code setback for those

23 kind of uses with regard to landfills, liquid waste
24 facilities, and conpost windrowng. So we didn't
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. Page 12
1 just nmake up that nunber. That's where that one

2 canme from

3 And it's a 300-foot setback from

4 residential buildings. That nunber also cane

5 fromthe zoning code for Planned Manufacturing

6 Districts. That is the distance currently in the
7 law for outdoor storage and processing.

8 In ternms of controlling dust from

9 the outdoor piles, like | said, they have to be

10 conpletely surrounded by a wind barrier. And the
11 requlations are very specific about the design and
12 standards for the wind barrier. They have to be at
13 least five feet higher than the pile. They have to
14 be designed to withstand wind. And there is an

15 option in the regulations that if a business has --
16 if they know of a state-of-the-art wind barrier

17 that has different specs than what we're saying,

18 they can show us docunentation, and we woul d | et

19 themdo an alternative wind barrier. But the w nd
20 barrier is very inportant to keep the dust from
21 leaving the site.
22 Addi tional requirenents for outdoor
23 storage, we put a height cap at 30 feet for the
24 outdoor piles and require -- but, again, the w nd
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barrier is going to be higher than that. And

t he dual berm for dust suppression. So watering,
sprinkling, or other dust suppression if it's
difficult to use water.

There's also a rule that the piles
may not be di sturbed on excessive wind -- during
excessive w nd events.

| should say one thing at the
outset. Besides all these specific rules, the
nunber one rule is that the dust cannot |eave the
site. So if they're doing all these things and
It's not working, then there's a problem They
need to be -- well, there's nore. They will be
encl osing their conveyors and chutes. No
processing woul d be all owed out doors because,
agai n, when the piles are disturbed through
processing or mxing or blending material, that's
when dust is nore of a concern.

So, like | said, we'll be follow ng

their dust plan, and they have to show that it wll

wor K.

Addi tional requirenents are that any
trucks -- or any vehicles |eaving the site, whether
rail, barge, or truck, have to be covered

Page 13
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1 conpletely. The trucks wll have to pass over rage 1
2 runble strips to shake off |oose dirt and wheel

3 washes to nmake sure they're not tracking out nud

4 and debris.

5 Besi des that, the facilities will be
6 required to regularly clean the streets surroundi ng
7 their facility wwth sweepers that are equi pped wth
8 a water spray and vacuum system

9 So like | said, we're proposing a

10 lot of requirenents, but sone people mght still be
11 concerned that it's not enough, that it's not going
12 to work. So how are we going to know if it's

13 wor ki ng?

14 Anot her requirenent in the

15 regulations is dust nonitoring. So the facilities
16 would be required to install permanent conti nuous
17 dust nonitors around the perineter of the facility.
18 And it would be constantly |ogging dust in the

19 atnosphere, and they would be required to keep
20 records of this over a three-year period, which
21 is standard for environnental city rules and
22 ordinances. So that any tinme an inspector cones
23 to the site, they can take a | ook at the | og.
24 And the conpanies will be required

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to report on this in their annual dust plan and
report to the City if there's any exceedance, if
the nonitors determ ne that there's a dust

vi ol ati on.

In addition to the records of the
noni toring, the businesses are going to be required
to keep other records of their business, including
anyti ne they have soaks because of high w nd,
anytinme that they are applying water, we would |ike
to have records of all of this to ensure that
they' re doing what they're supposed to be doing.

Now, what happens if a facility
still doesn't conply?

Sonme peopl e have pointed out that
the rules and regul ations don't include penalties.
Wel |, that's because these are regul ations. These
are not an ordi nance. But the nunicipal code
al ready has fines and penalties for violations.

The fine for violating air pollution
control regulations, which these are, is a mninmm
of $1,000 and a maxi mum of $5, 000 per day per
violation. So there are penalties.

CDPH i nspectors will inspect the

site to insure that operators are doi ng what

And then, of course, we encourage
residents to call in any conplaints. W respond to
all 311 conplaints within -- normally we get the
conplaints in within the next business day, and we
send out an inspector right away.

So those are in general what these
rules and regul ations are intended to do. They are
proposed regul ations. They are a draft right now.

We are very interested in coments
that we've received so far and that we wl |
continue to receive. So we're eager to hear your
coments today. And we will be review ng all
comrent s.

There is a court reporter today who
Is witing down or docunenting everything that
peopl e are saying. So even though we're going to
be taking notes, we will plan to review all the
comrent s.

The witten comment period ends at
January -- on January 24th. W have received a
coupl e requests to extend the comment period. |
know that we're trying to nove very quickly wth

t hese regul ations. But we understand that the
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1 holidays happened and things happened. So if rage 11
2 people feel like it wasn't enough tinme to coment,
3 please email us or let us knowif nore tinme is

4 needed. There is an enmmil address which is in

5 the FAQ sheet and which I'Il tell you it's

6 petcokecomments@ityofchicago.org. | think that's
7 actually on the next slide, but -- maybe not.

8 Anyway ...

9 But the nost inportant thing

10 is we're here to listen to you today and not

11 necessarily answer questions. This isn't really
12 a Q and A because we want to take in all the

13 questions and all the comrents, and then we wl|

14 address themall before we issue the final rules
15 and regul ati ons.

16 So | don't know how long that's

17 going to take exactly. Like | said, we're trying
18 to nove as quickly as we can, but | don't know

19 exactly when the final rules will be issued. But
20 we're pushing for early spring. So that's the best
21 | can project.

22 So people are going to want to learn
23 what happens once these rules take effect. The

24 proposed rules set forth a phased inplenentation
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1 schedule. Once the rules are finalized -- they rage 18
2 take effect when the Comm ssioner of Health signs
3 therules. It's not a Gty Council process.

4 So once that happens, there are sone
5 imediate requirenents, which are things that we

6 really could do right away; tarp those trucks

7 before they leave the site; nmake sure there's not

8 dust -- visible dust going off site; and keep the
9 streets clean.

10 Then the rul es have a 90-day

11 schedul e where -- you know, within 90 days we're
12 looking for the first dust plans of the facilities
13 and asking facilities to install nonitors to

14 nonitor the dust, and other engineering controls.
15 And then the things that we

16 understand take | onger because of permtting and
17 design and other issues, there's a one- to two-year
18 period for construction issues.

19 But just to be clear, this does not
20 nean that the conpanies can pollute the environnent
21 and cause problens for their neighbors while
22 they're building a building. They will definitely
23 be required to suppress the dust. And inspectors
24 wll be out there to ensure that they're doing

15 Council of Illinois, and the Illinois Petrol eum

17 Thank you for hosting the neeting
18 this evening.

19 We'l|l submt nore detailed conmments
20 to you in witing, but we wanted to testify and ask
21 for your careful consideration of these proposed
22 regulations. Wile well intended, we believe they
23 will have serious unintended consequences for those
24 who rely on petrol eum coke as well|l as for many
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1 Illinois conpanies who do not use or handle rage 24
2 petrol eum coke.

3 Sone qui ck consideration -- sone

4 quick points for consideration.

5 Petrol eum coke is a val ued product

6 derived fromrefining crude oil. It is not a waste
7 product. And according to the U S. EPA, it has an
8 extrenely |low environnental hazard potential .

9 As wth many materials, petrol eum
10 coke handling does require strong fugitive dust

11 plans. However, there are nmany different ways that
12 that can be achieved, and we are concerned that the
13 prescriptive nature of the proposed Gty rules do
14 not allow flexibility for conpanies to devel op

15 optinmal sol utions.

16 In addition, it's not clear howthe
17 regulations affect simlar bulk materials that are
18 prone to dust, such as grain, sand, or gravel, or
19 why those products are treated differently.
20 We al so have concerns about
21 requirenments for covered transportation, the
22 conpliance requirenents that don't give anple tine
23 for conpanies to plan or adjust, and we believe

24 itens included in the rule, such as opacity and air
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quality requirenents, are better covered by state
and federal regul ations already on the books.

To concl ude, KCBX has handl ed bul k
materials in this comunity for nore than 20 years.
We believe that our new dust suppression systemis
wor ki ng, | eaving Chicago with only the effects of
nore jobs and additional |ocal tax revenue. And we
believe there is a regul atory sweet spot that
protects the conmmunity and keeps the benefits of
busi nesses |i ke KCBX in Chicago.

We hope you will consider our
coments and work hard to find that sweet spot.
Thank you.

far the system has worked well.

In addition, KCBX is working with
the US. EPAto install air nonitors to confirmthe
ef fecti veness of the new system

W recently engaged an i ndependent
envi ronnmental expert to design and direct the
testing of surfaces and soil in the nei ghborhoods
near our facility. W took 69 sanples fromvarious
public areas; they were collected in | ate Novenber
and early Decenber. These sanples showed no
unusual |evels of dust particles that coul d be
associated with petcoke and coal. Again, it seens
| i ke our systemis worKking.

KCBX has al ways worked hard to
mai ntain a safe operation and follow all the rules
and regulations. W want to work with the Gty to
address the concerns of our neighbors and nmake
every effort to neet the spirit of the proposed
rules. This includes a willingness to build a
structure to cover the material.

There are a nunber of issues that
need to be resol ved before we could proceed with

such a project. Certain aspects of the proposed
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rules also need to be clarified to ensure that
conpliance with the rules is possible. For
exanpl e, as proposed, the rules would require

di stance for property setbacks. And they're not
sonet hing we can physically accomodat e and woul d
effectively force the closure of our facility.

As anot her exanple, according to
weat her data fromthe | ast couple years, the
average w nd speed in Chicago exceeded 15 m | es per
hour approximately 40 percent of the tine. This
nmeans the proposed restrictions on handling
mat eri als when wind conditions are greater than
15 mles per hour also effectively prevent us from
oper ati ng.

13 of Geater Southeast Chicago was established in

14 2011 in response to the practice of |ocating

15 polluting industry in the communities of the

16 Sout heast Si de.

17 Qur mssion is to create a strong
18 alliance between comunities of the Southeast Side
19 of Chicago to conbat the rising tide of
20 environnmental injustices; address issues stenm ng
21 fromenvironnental injustices which negatively
22 inpact our conmmunities; engage residents,
23 businesses, and political |eaders in inproving
24 environnental quality and social justice within
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our communities; pronote and encourage sustai nable
devel opnent in an effort to initiate a green
econony on Chicago's Sout heast Side.

In 2013, EJ Alliance unveiled its
environnental justice principles for Southeast
Chi cago.

We have deduced that the proposed
regulations in their current state fall short in
many ways in protecting the health, welfare, and
safety of the residents and famlies of Chicago's
Sout heast Si de.

EJ Al liance continues to be al arned
by the existing and cunul ati ve negative health
| npact of coal, petcoke, and netcoke dust in our
comunity.

We do not believe that the City's
heal t h departnent has the adequate resources to
nmonitor and enforce these regqulations. This would
be better assigned to the Departnent of Environnent
If it still existed.

We are very concerned by the sole
aut onony, authority, and discretion being entrusted
to the Comm ssioner of the Departnent of Health.

There is no | anguage whi ch addresses
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particul ates such as PM 2.5 which inpacts
respiratory health.

The regul ati ons do not call for any
public review or oversight.

It does not call for a health
assessnent by the Agency for Toxic Substance and
Di sease Registry of the CDC. Senator Durbin,
Congressman Kelly, and the EJ Alliance have
requested a petition for this assessnent.

The regul ations fail to address a
greater conprehensive environnental protection and
environnmental justice plan for all the residents of
the City of Chicago.

Suppression of these materials have
failed mserably in the past. W do not believe
t hat encl osure ensures adequate protection;
therefore, the only renedy, the only renedy to
ensure conplete and total protection of our
residents and our famlies is i mediate, imredi ate
and total renoval of these materials from our
community. Thank you.

13 MR. HOLLENDONER: Qur 14th speaker is Jenny
14 Cassel. Thank you for your patience.
15 M5. CASSEL: Hello, everyone. M nane is
16 Jenny Cassel, and I'"man attorney with the
17 Environnmental Law & Policy Center.
18 | want to thank you for the
19 opportunity today to comment on the proposed rul es
20 addressing pollution fromboth storage facilities.
21 Wiile we appreciate the CGty's
22 attention to this issue, this present public health
23 and environnental threat that is posed by petcoke
24 in all these forns of particulate matter, we find
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1 the regulations that the City has drafted are a rage 47
2 step in the right direction, but they have many,

3 many gaps and | oopholes that need to be fixed

4 before the rules can be truly nmeaningfully

5 protective of the inpacted community.

6 Unl ess we get these rules right, the

7 piles should be banned.

8 We have a variety of concerns about
9 the regulations that we will address in detail in
10 our witten comments. In light of the limted tine
11 here, I"'monly going to focus on just a few of the

12 significant issues that we've seen in these

13 proposed regul ati ons.

14 First, as several other fol ks have
15 noted, there is a variance provision which

16 essentially makes the -- the exception that nakes
17 the rule, the variance allows conpanies to get out
18 of alnost every single one of the proposed

19 regulations here and gives entire discretion to the
20 Commi ssioner to grant that variance w thout any

21 input fromthe community.

22 In fact, none of the rules have any
23 input fromthe community. That's unacceptable. It

24 has to be renoved in order to ensure that these
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rul es have any inpact what soever.

Second of all, these snaller
existing facilities effectively are an exenption to
the rules. There is no justification, no basis in
public health why these smaller facilities don't
pose as nmuch of a threat as the |arger ones.

The requirenents for the smaller
facilities don't protect the health and the
envi ronment of the people. The Cty certainly has
not provided us any justification showi ng that they
do. Unless and until they can establish that those
ot her requl ations other than enclosure will protect
equal |y the community nenbers, those exenptions
shoul d be renoved.

And finally, we want to note and
reiterate that the public participation on these
rules is entirely |acking. The community nust have
I nput into the various plans and requirenents that
t hese conpanies are going to have to conply with in
order to ensure that these rules, again, have any
meani ng what soever in terns of protecting the
public health. Unless and until the rules
I ncorporate public participation requirenent, we

certainly cannot accept them and support them
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whol eheartedly.

We need nuch better rules to protect
the community, and until then we should have no
piles on the Sout heast Side. Thank you.

19 pollutant regul ated by the EPA because it's a
20 threat to human health. These extrenely snal
21 particles bypass the body's natural filters and
22 reach into the deepest portions of the |ungs where
23 they can also affect the circulatory system and the
24 heart.
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1 Heal th experts say this poll utant Page 65
2 1s responsible for increasing nunbers of asthma

3 attacks, strokes, heart attacks, respiratory

4 hospitalizations, |lung cancer, and prenmature

5 deaths. |It's also been associated with infant

6 nortality, low birth wei ght babies, reduced

7 lung function, and the devel opnent of chronic

8 respiratory disease.

9 Who are these experts? W're

10 tal king about the U S. EPA. W're tal king about
11 the Anerican Heart Association. W're talKking

12 about the Wrld Health O ganization.

13 U. S. EPA has set an air pollution
14 standard under the Federal Clean Air Act, and the
15 Chicago area doesn't neet the mninmal health

16 standard. Qur air in Chicago is unhealthy

17 according to the EPA' s yardstick. In fact, the

18 highest concentrations of fine particulate matter
19 in northeastern Illinois are being recorded at the
20 Washington Hi gh School air quality nonitor near
21 114th and O
22 But even if we neet these m ni nal
23 federal health standards, the science shows there's
24 no point at which you don't see a negative health
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| npact from breathing particulate matter.

In sinpler words, the only safe
| evel of fine particulate matter i s when you
el imnate the source.

QO hers toni ght have covered specific
weaknesses in the proposed rul e | anguage and
of fered inprovenents. | support the suggestions
put forth by other environnental groups who are
wor ki ng to nmake these regul ations the nost health
protective regul ati ons possi bl e.

But | also want to ensure that the
community wi shes to see the source of black clouds
of particulate matter in the nei ghborhood gone are
correct that that outcome woul d be the best
situation for lung health in the community.

8 to comment on the Chicago Departnent of Health

9 proposed rules and regul ations for handling

10 and storage of bulk material piles.

11 On behal f of the National Resources
12 Defense Council and our nenbers, we applaud the

13 CGty's efforts and swi ft action.

14 W find that the proposed rules in
15 their current form however, fail to address the
16 risk associated with handling of such material so
17 <close to an urban community, both in particular

18 requirenents that we will discuss and in the
19 apparent acceptance of the continued | ocation and
20 operation of these piles in this nei ghborhood and
21 within the city.
22 We share the community's concer ned
23 position that these piles have no place in
24 proximty to nei ghborhoods where children play and
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people live out their lives. They have no place in
Chi cago.

The fight continues to nake the case
that the Southeast Side and other simlarly
situated comunities are not sacrifice zones, that
t hese are the comunities where renewal and
reinvestnent that is conpatible wwth a good quality
of life should be the new vision of the Sout heast
Si de.

We do share the other concerns that
were nentioned regarding the regul ations, but there
are three other key areas |I'd like to discuss wth
you toni ght.

The first area is the tineline to
| npl ement the rules is unacceptably | ong and
exposes the community to conti nued exposures to
damagi ng particulate matter pollution for extended
periods. |t does not protect the public health and
safety.

According to the current
| npl enmentati on schedule, facilities have two years
to enclose its piles, which neans that facilities
required to enclose piles will be able to operate

at the status quo.
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1 The other part of the rules require Page 69
2 that facilities have up to a year to inplenent the
3 rules to actually manage the other parts of
4 particulate matter; washing trucks, | oadi ng of
5 +trucks, barges, boats, installing wind barriers,
6 the paving of roads, the enclosing of conveyors,
7 all these are there to hel p nmanage the dust.
8 This is sinply unacceptabl e exposure
9 of the people in this community and the city to
10 pollution.
11 Second, we woul d ask that the
12 detailed rules that manage the particulate matter
13 on trucks should al so be extended to managenent on
14 railcars and barges.
15 And finally, although the air
16 nonitoring requirenents are a start, they need
17 inprovenent. The City should also clearly outline
18 a process that requires each facility to submt a
19 proposed particulate material nonitoring plan,
20 provide for public comment, and a requirenent for
21 the Conm ssioner to review and approve the plan by
22 permt.
23 Thank you for your consideration of
24 our comments. W'Il be filing witten comments as
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1 well.

4 MR, GONZALEZ: Hi, guys. |'m Edw n Gonzal ez,

5 nei ghborhood resident, a week away fromny 33rd

10 glorified sprinkler systemwhich is called a fancy
11 dust suppression system \Were does all that water
12 go?

13 You' re punpi ng thousands of gall ons
14 of water onto these piles. Were does all that

15 runoff go? | nean, it's going into our drainage

16 system it's going into our river, into the

17 community where a | ot of people hunt, a | ot of

18 people fish. The fish comng out of that river are
19 consunming that. Qur drinking water is com ng out
20 of that. |It's not acceptable.
21 These variances is just ridiculous.
22 It absolutely should not be allowed. The only
23 things that should be allowed is what the community
24 wants, and the way we vary it is that we do not
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want these piles here.

2 ago, Texas had a problemw th that. How are they
3 going to requlate that entire facility? This place
4 Dblew up killing hundreds of workers and destroying
5 the community around it. How do we know that's not
6 going to happen here? Thank you.
7 ( Appl ause.)
8 MR. HOLLENDONER: No. 30, N ck Linbeck.
9 MR. LIMBECK: |'Il keep it really short
10 because | already cane up.
11 But let's call a spade a spade.
12 This is environnental racism This -- here in the
13 Latino comrunity, they think it's okay to dunp
14 toxic waste and endanger the health of everybody.
15 This is Rahm Emanuel's MO You
16 know, just had -- he's already -- he's already, you
17 know, closed down 50 of the schools in nore black --
18 mainly black nei ghborhoods. 80 percent of the
19 schools were bl ack nei ghborhoods.
